W. M. Roper, engineer in charge. 
Contracts for a warehouse, ° gar- 
age, railroad landing and pump 
house have been awarded to the 
Herrick Iron Works of Oakland, 
in keeping with the company’s 
Policy of awarding contracts 
wherever possible on this side 
of the bay. These improvements 
will cost approximately $25,000.

Richmond voters are reminded 
that new election laws will be ef- 
fective for the first time this 
year. 

To begin with, the polls will be 
open an hour longer. The last 
legislature adopted a law or- 
dering the polls to be open from 
5 a. m. until 7 p. m. imstead of 
6 a. m. to 6 p. m. as formerly. 
However, the legislative body of 
any incorporated city may pro- 
vide for polling, hours from 7 a. 
m. to 8 p.m “ 

Hundreds of California citizens 
will be permitted to vote at this 
election who have never. voted 
before. A great army of crippled 
or filiterate persons, many of 
whom have never been privileged 
to name their choice for presi- 
dent, will now be able to cast 
their ballot. 

Under the new law such a per- 
son is permitted to take one or 
two persons into the veting booth 
with him, who may mark his 
ballot for him if he so desires. 
This will affect hundreds of peo- 
Ple in California who are unable 
to read or write their own names, 
according to Charles J. Hagerty, 
state election statistician. The 
voter may even select two offi- 
cers of the lection board—of dif- 
ferent parties—to help him mark 
his ballot. 

Another new provision extends 
the absentee voting privilege to 
persons who, because of injury or 
disability, are absent from their 
precincts or unable to go to the 
polls. This gives them the priv- 
ilege of obtaining ballotg from 
the county Clerk or Registrar of
